London, Jan. 2S — If certain Liberal 
newspapers which profess to be inspired are 
expressing tho genuine designs of the gov- 
ernment tho Eaatorn quostiun is about to bo 
rovived in its most aouto form, Tho true 
moaning of tho rooent persistent Armenian 
agitation is now becoming disclosed in tho 
bold assertions of theBo journals that tho 
time its ripe for tho ovietion of the Turks 
from the Europoan fold.

decided, if not grand, reversal of tho Eng- 
lish polioy in tho E>at. Tho key to the 
EaBtorn position is not Armenia, but 
Macedonia as the plan Is understood that it 
is in Macedonia, thut tho mines aro laid for 
an insurrection which it is intonded shall 
involve Bulgaria, Servia and Greece in an 
active dioputo lor a division of the territory 
of Turkoy-in-Europo, finally leading tho 
great powora to intervono. Acoording to un 
article in the Speaker, which is supposed 'to 
disseminate tho ideas of tho Liboral minis- 
try, tho Macedonian question will probably 
soon become a burning one, and its solution 
will finally dispose of the rulo of Islam in 
Europe, How much of iBlam'a domination 
ia to remain in the Asiatic territory of the 
Sultan will depend upon tho action of the 
commander of tho faithful toward Armenia. 
Tho correspondent of the same papor writes 
upon what ho asBorta aa unquostionablo 
authority, that the Sultan ia aware of the 
fact that European statesmen are discussing 
the question as to tho manner in which the 
territory of tho Porte in Europe, inoluding 
Constantinople, is to bo 

PA P.TITIONED AMONG THE POWERS, 

together with tho oft repeated question, 
whether Austria shall bo allowed to come to 
Salonioa. Ho ia aUo aware, according to 
this authority, that there ia a rovival of the 
question as to how much of Macedonia and 
Thraoe shall bo given to Bulgaria, what 
proportion of Albania is to go to Servia, and 
what part shall fall into tho possession of 
Greece. Tin-Be are old questions, and doubt- 
less the Sultan so regards them, but all tho 
eaoie ho 1b compellod to bo alert oven when 
a " chestnut " is sprung upon him, 
for he can never tell whether or 
not ib is loaded. Acoording to 
the programme tho sign of an explosion is to 
be given in Macedonia by an uprising of the 
Christians there. The Inhabitants of triia 
faith are in a majority in that country and 
besides they havo friends close at hand who 
are ready to tako their sido in any contin- 
gency. It is assumed by tho writer in the 
Speaker that tho puwera will not use force 
to prevent Bulgaria, Greece and Servia 
from taking part in a revolution in Mace- 
donia, and theBe propositiona put into the 
form of throats may bo partly aimed at tho 
Sultan, in order to coorco him to assent to 
un Anglo- Russian policy in Armenia. 
Whother thoro is any good ground for this 
action on tho assumption that there hus 
been a wanton and wholosalo slaughter of 
Christians in that province, cannot boas yot 
definitely loarned. The reports from that 
region aro still as cunilicting aa over and tho 
means of obtaining information that oan bo 
roliod upon is quite us diiiicult us at tho 
outset. Nevertheless there is every indioa 
tion that a crisia cf tho greatost interna- 
tional importance is imminent, growing out 
of tho presont aspect of things in tho East. 

TltE (iUEEN'S SPEECH 
to be dolivored ut tho opening of tho ooming 
session of parliament will bo submittod to 
another cabinet council discussion before it 
is finally drafted. It is understood that the 
document will contain no surprises. The 
newspapers generally mistook tho roferonce 
of Lord Koaobery in his speech at Curdilf 
last Friday to tho question " one man one 
vote," to mean that tho government in- 
tonded to introduce a bill providing for the 
payment of a aalury to members of the House 
of Commons. This is an orronoousconoluaion. 
A bill has alroady boon drafted upon tho 
linen of tho Premier's Cardiff spoooh, which 
moroly proposes to lesson tho oxponsea of 
candidates for soata in parliament by pay- 
ing a part thoroof out of tho public funds. 
The rush of impecunious candidates upon 
tho public funds is to bo cheoked by a pro- 
position that tho payment of suoh olection 
oxponaoa shall depend upon tho candidates 
polling a oertain proportion of tho votee 
cast. Failing to rcceivo tho slipulatod num- 
bor a candldato will rocoivo no reimburse- 
ment. 

Tho ministry and thoir adhoronts are dis- 
playing a rapidly Increasing anxioty in re- 
gard to tho government's majority in tho 
next session of the Houso of Commons. The 
Redmonditoa havo definitely declared that 
thoy will voto against tho government in 
tho division on tho address in reply to the 
Speooh from tho Throno, and six Liberals 
will bo absont on account of illnoaa, These 
latter aro not paired, and at Iho present 
momont tho aovornmont whipa aro not 
ablo to roly upon a majority of moro than 
oight. 

THE UNITED STATES LOAN. 

Definite and roliablo news in financial 
oirolcs is to tho efToot that ugonts from 
Washington are sounding tho leading Lon- 
don bankers In regard to tho now American 
loan. Tho Statist says that negotiations 
havo not yot aotually bogun ; but It ia re- 
garded us probablo that Preaidont Cleveland 
will find that his government will be re- 
quired to pay moro than threo por cent., 
and that as tho prospoot of continuous bor- 
rowing on tho part of tho Washington gov- 
ernment proaonta Itself Borne arrangement 
must be made to provenb tho bonds from be- 
ing Hold to American bankoro almosb im- 
mediately. A European loan, eay« tho 



Statist, is certainly of greater benefit to the 
American government than borrowing at 
home, but nothing, it continues, can avail 
without a contraction of the ourronoy. 

BANK OV ENGLAND SCANDALS. 

The reoent soandals in the Bank of Eng- 
land havo led to private communications 
among English bankers with a view of 
promoting a bill to amend tho obarter of tho 
bank, whioh will give tho government di- 
rector full control of that Institution. Sir 
John Lubbock, Sir Samuel Montague and 
other equally well known and influential 
men will be presont at a general meeting of 
bank representatives to be hold shortly with 
the objeat of discussing the situation. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Brewery Destroyed by Fire— Hotel Robbed— 
Winnipeg Industrial Exhibition. 

Winnipeg, Jan. 2G.— (Special)— Bell's 
browory at Portage la Prairio was totally 
destroyed by firo this morning. It was an 
ia&latod building distant from a firo tank. 
Tho owner, James Bell, estimates Iub loss at 
$16,000; insurance, $6,300; $2,000 of which 
wbb in tho Eastern and $2,000 in the 
National of Ireland.

MAGISTRATE PLANTA 

In a Very Dejected Condition— Anxlons to 
Get Back to Nanaimo-Hos Nothing 
to Say. 

By the Sound steamor yesterday, Magis- 
trate J. Planta, who fled from Nanaimo last 
week, whilo the commission of inquiry into 
his official acta was in progress, was brought 
back to Viotoria in tho custody of Mr. F. S. 
Huasoy, auporintondent of provincial police. 
Tho unhappy prisoner ia in a very dojectod 
stito and keonly fools hiB position. When 
Mr. Husaey roachod Soattlo, whore Planta 
had linen urreatod on a charge of embezzle- 
ment, he found no diflioulty in bringing 
back his prisoner. Mr. Planta expressed 
himself as perfootly willing to roturn to tho 
province and waived extradition proceod- 
ingB. Ho refused to bo interviewed in 
Seattle or in this city, but was anxious to 
get back as Bpeodily as possible to Nanaimo, 
whore it ia suid hiB frienda will bo willing to 
go on hiB bond, if ho can bo releasod on bail. 

Though roticont upon tho subjeot of his 
OBOupe to tho American sido, it has been 
ascertained tnat Mr. Planta and his son 
reached Fairhuvon in the small boat in 
which they sot out from Nowcustlo. At Fair- 
haven M Planta took tho stoamer to Soattlo. 
Hereby moans nf tho acourato description tele- 
gruphod all ovor tho coast by Superintend- 
ent HuBsey, Dotootivo Hart, of tho Seattlo 
force, was enabled without difficulty to 
identify his man and arrested him in a room 
in his boarding house. Mr. planta had made 
hiB preparations to leavo for tho interior, us 
a tickot for Ogdon, Utah, bad been pur- 
chased by him after his arrival in Soattlo. 

He will bo takon up to Nanaimo by this 
afternoon's train. It is understood that tho 
commission of inquiry will bo resumed on 
Tuesday. 

In regard to tho proceedings takon on 
Friday to rostraln tho pssignooB of Planta 
from interfering with tho ostato, it is under- 
stood that a motion asking that tho injunc- 
tion bo dissolved will bo mado in tho oourtB 
by Messrs. Molnncs & Mclnnos on Tuoaday 
or Wodnoaduy. 



CABINET COMPLETED. 

Bibot Succeeds In Formlntr ti New Frcjeh 
Admlnistratlon-Its Members. 

PARIS, Jan. 20 — It is announced thut 
tho oablnot hua boon now completed outaido 
tho ministers of war and marine, whioh 
Gonoral Jamont and Vlce-Admiral Bernard 
have boon requoatod to tako, but have not 
yot accepted. Tho deoroes regarding tho 
appointment of tho now ministers 
havo bean sigDod. Tho oabinet is 
given aa followa : Premiership und 
financo, Ribot ; foreign affaire, Hanotaux ; 
interior, Deputy Loyguos ; justice, Deputy 
Trarieux ; public works, Doputy DutompB ; 
publto instruction, Senator Poincare ; col- 
onies, Doputy Chautempa ; agrioulturc, 
Sonator Garduud ; oommoroo, Deputy Andro 
Lodon. Tho Presidents mosaauu and the 
ministerial declaration will bo read in tho 
chambers on Monday. It waa reported at 
10 o'olook that General Lamont and Vico- 
Admiral Bornard had agrood to aorvo for the 
present. 



PARIS, Jan. 20 —Tho betrothal of Mile.

MEXICO AND GUATEMALA. 



Both of the Parties Apparently- 
Anxious for Hostilities 
to Begin. 



Little Prospect of TJ. 8. Peace Propo- 
sitions Being- Successful— Bad 
Blood Aroused. 



Washington, D. C, Jan. 26.— Late this 
evening very disquieting news was received 
In respect to tho offorts made by tho United 
Statoa to settle the Mexican and Guatemalan 
trouble. It cannot definitely be stated that 
M.exlco has rejected the suggested mediation 
of tho United StatoH, but it is understood 
that Mexico has takon a particularly war- 
liko standpoint in tho mattor, and it is said 
that tho situation is regarded in official 
circles as critical. An important con- 
sultation in which Secretary Grcsham is par- 
ticiputing, is being held hero to-night. 

Mexico City, Jin. 26 —Tho official com- 
munication of Guatemala to tho demunda of 
Mexico over tho throatoning international 
boundary dioputo came in on tho Veru Crnz 
railway mail train, having beon forwarded 
from Coatzicoulcoe to Veru Cruz by a boat 
in waiting. It is generally undorstood that 
the import of Guatemala's reply ia the sarno 
us indicated in tho telegram received from 
Moxlcan Minister Godoy at tho time it was 
delivered to him by tho Guatemulun govern- 
ment. Its tone is ovuBivo and negative. 
Tho foreign department says u declaration 
of Mexico's position may be expoated ineido 
of four or five dayB, by which timo the reply 
of Guatemala will have boon considered in 
all ita bearings. 

While not showing any heat ovor the re- 
ply of Guatemala, tho Mexican authorities 
hold as firmly as ovor to their position. It 
is very gonerally understood thut early next 
week un ultinnutum will bo sent to Guate- 
mala by tho oorvotto Zirugosa, and Mexico 
will at onoo deolaro war on Guatemala un- 
less she accepts tho demands of Mexico in 
every particular. In any event, the Zara- 
gosa will boar a noto to Minister Godoy in- 
structing him to request his paBeports from 
Guatemala should that republic's answer bo 
negative He will bo proteoted and landed on 
Mexican soil by the corvotto, whioh will 
then bo dotailed for the transportation of 
troops and munitions of war. 

The war department in thia capital ia all 
activity, the entire office forces working 
over hours, and unuaual spirit, life and 
general animation is seen on every hand. 
Tho number of troops already on tho fron- 
tier is 18,000, and several brigades are in 
readiness to be pushed to tho frontier at a 
day's notice. Throughout the republio the 
same activity la noted. There is no doubt 
that Mexico could put 50,000 men on the 
Guatemalan frontier within a week or ten 
doye, should occasion demand it. Tho 
general health and equipment of the Mexi- 
can troopa now in the South are very good 
and reports from tho probable seat of war 
are that soldiers and officers are in high 
spirits and anxious to push forward at the 
command from headquarters. 

Guatemala, Jan. 20. — Senor do Leon, 
tho spooial envoy sent to Mexico to negoti- 
ate an adjustment of tho difficulties over 
ihe boundary lino between the two coun- 
tries, telegraphs that Mexico is making 
aotive preparations for war. On receipt of 
this news the Guatemalan government 
wired Senor de Leon to mako no further 
concessions if no further delay can be ob- 
tained. 



TORONTO TOPICS. 

Ontario Struck by a Howling Gale— The Elec- 
tions In Alcoma and Kingston— The 
University Trouble. 

TORONTO, Jan. 20. — (Special) — A howling 
gale, tho worst of tho season, accompanied 
by snow, struck thia provinco from tho 
northeast last night about ten o'clock and 
continued without abatement until ten 
o'clock this morning. In this city about a 
foot of snow fell on tho level, and it being of 
a heavy wet character the street railway 
trafiio was almost ontirely suBponled until 
woll on towards noon, whilo ull tho incom- 
ing ruilway trains wore threo to four hours 
lato. 

Tho Mail, discussing Monday's olectlona 
in Algoma, Bays tho government has a 
Btronger hold in tho constituency than at 
tho last election, and appeurs to hold tho 
opinion that Mr. Conmoo will win. In 
Kingston it saya tho candidatoa aro ovonly 
matched. 

Word hos been received from Washington 
by tho local Grand Army oilicors that tho 
act debarring non-reeident Americans from 
drawing ponaionB for services in tho Ameri- 
can civil war has been ropealod.

Ministers, MeruberB of the W. C. T. U. and 
OtherB Demand That the Mayor of New 
York Close the Saloons. 

New Yoiik, Jan. 26.— The Methodiat 
miniBtors, a committee of tho Chickering 
hall mass mooting, and one from tho 
Women's Christian Temperance Union, 
called on Mayor Strong last evening. They 
preached to him, pleadod with him, and de- 
manded for more than an hour that the 
mayor close the saloons on Sunday and use 
all his influence to prevent the passing of a 
law to legalize Sunday opening. They told 
tho mayor, as so many others have done, 
that they had eleoted him with their work 
and their prayers, and had a right to make 
their demands of him. Mayor StroDg 
hoard them through and then he talked to 
them. He said that no minister in 
the city wanted the saloons closed on Sun- 
day more than he did. But 
it waa well nigh impoaaiblo tn 
oloso thorn. " I do not know that I 
can do anything," lie said, " our olootion last 
fall without bosses in the city put mo hern 
as the representative of tho people. I am 
tho representative of tho grog-shops as well 
as tho churches. You must allow mo to 
talk to tho liquor dealera just as I talk to 
you. I do not want to open tho saloons on 
Sunday ; I want to Btop crimo in the city ; 
I want tho legislature to see if something 
cannot bo done, and I oan stand all tho 
abuse you can give me." Tho mayor told 
tho committee in conclusion that, to enforce 
the law, ho would fill all tho station-honsea, 
jails, and all tho houses the city could rent.

IS SUNDAY THE SABBATH ? 

"Mr. Kennedy, M.P.P.— To introduce a bill 
called tho Sunday obsorvanco bill." 

To the Editor: — I hope the honorable 
membarof tho legislature has bettor judgmont 
than to interfero with Sunday legislation in 
behalf of the dogmas of the day. The pas 
torn and all ohuroh going people should be 
satisfied with God's laws on the Sabbath, 
for thoy are perfect and true and cannot be 
changed or amended by any legislature, 
either national or loaal. Not ono word of 
God's law can fall to the ground till all bo 
fulfilled. 

if the advisors of tho legislature are suc- 
cessful in persuading the legislature to pass 
a Sunday law which means Churoh and 
State, and will open the door to persecution 
the Stato will then have to arrest and put 
in jail anyone who may not believe in the 
Sunday Sabbath as a holy rest day, but may 
resb on tho seventh day. As man is al- 
lowed six days to work, if ho rest on the 
seventh day is he not entitled to the other 
six? Should not a man be allowed his right 
to tho liberty of consoience to keep the 
seventh day aocording to the command- 
ment, and has tho legislature the God-given 
right to deprive him of any part of tho other 
eix ? Certainly not, unless man's laws are 
intended to outdo God's laws, I believe 
ovory man should have the right to worship 
God in his own way and on the day of hia 
ohoico without fear of pains or penalties. 
The great majorty has no right to diutate to 
tho minority in those things, and tho local 
government should keop their hands off till 
they fully understand tho question and then 
they will know better. 

Tho work of the logialature is to pass laws 
for tho good government of tho province, 
and dogmutlats should not dictate or put 
themselves in tho way of disturbing or an- 
noying others although thoy may be ou tho 
side of tho groat majority. 

Christ Baid many aro oalled, but few aro 
ohoBen ; thorefore tho fow that are unable to 
protect themselves are tho ones who need 
tho caro and protoctiou of government. Tho 
pastor's duty is to see to tho regulating of 
their respective ohurches aocording to the 
laws God gavo them through his inspired 
writers. The Church and tho State are 
separate institutions and should bo kept 
apart. Christ never asked legislative aid, 
and thoso who profess to follow Christ's ex- 
ample should follow Him and let the legis- 
lature alone to attond to the work of the 
State. Rendor to Crasar tho things which 
are CaHar'a and to God the things that be 
God's. Christ's plan was simple : " If any 
man hear my voice and bolievo not I con- 
demn him not. Ioamenobto condemn the 
world bub to save the world." Christ's 
work was done through love, not persecu- 
tion. When the Church appeals to tho 
State it shows a weakness in faith in its 
Master. When Hia help is| not given thoy 
apply to Caesar and uae foroo, whioh ia per- 
secution. The best thing for the legislature 
is to have nothing to do with Sunday law, 
for it stands on a sandy foundation.

ABD-ULHAMID. 

When people of the West hear of the ter- 
rible outraged that have been committed on 
their fellow-Christians in Armenia thoy 
naturally wonder what kind of a man the 
Snltan cm be under whoBO rulo Buch atroci- 
ties could possibly bo perpetrated. They 
have hoiiu ihat the Sultan is a despotio 
ruler and that hia word is law in every part 
of his dominions. Ho ie, therefore, con- 
sidered to a greater extent responsible for 
crimes committed by his servants than are 
constitutional sovereigns who roign but do 
not rule. 

It appears to bo moro difficult to form a 
true estimate of the character of Sultan 
Abd-ul-Hamid than of any of the other 
sovereigns of Europe. He is said to live 
the life of a prisoner. Ho spends '.he 
greater part of his timo in his palacea and 
Beldom appoars in public. It is exceedingly 
difficult to get acsess to him, for, besides his 
having a distaste for publicity, he lives in 
perpetual dread of assassination. He is, too, 
surrounded by men whose intoroBt it is to 
keep him in ignoranoe of much that ia 
going on in his dominions. An article in 
the January number of tho Contemporary 
Review gives many particulars of the lifo 
and character of the Sultan. The writer 
seems to have had unusual opportunities of 
observing what is going on in Turkey, and 
has been in communication with persona 
who had seen and known tho Sultan. The 
picturo which he draws of Ahd-ul Hamid is 
tho rovorse of that of a meroiless tyrant who 
contemplates with satisfaction tho suffer 
ings of those of his subjects whoao roligion 
differs from hia own. He makes a compar- 
ison between him and the late Czar, by 
no moana unfavorable to the Sultan. Ho 
says that liko Alexander III tho Sultan is 
in constant foar of aeaaaaination. 

" Thero is," ho continues, "something 
pathetic in his appearunco onco a weok 
when ho visits tho mofque at the gate of his 
palace, to keep up tho tradition that tho 
Caliph must bo personally accuaeiblo to all 
true boliovors. There must always bo a 
thrill of sympathy in the hoarta of tho spec- 
tators when this pale, care-worn man sud- 
denly appoars guardod by thousands of aol- 
diors, solitary aud friendless, in tho midBt 
of a brilliant retinue, tho successor of 
proud monarchB— at whose very name 
tho world tromblod— but the occupant of a 
crumbling throne for whoso dofenoo he 
trusts no ono but himsolf. A hotter 
acquaintance with him strengthens rather 
than weakens the fooling of sympathy. He 
haB nover failed to win tho heurt of any 
Europoan who haB boon admitted to any 
dogroo of intimaoy with him. All find in 
him noble and attraotivo qualities which 
they cannot but admiro. If wo comparo 
him with provious Sultans there is not ono 
duriDg tho present oontury, unloss it ho his 
grandfather Mahmoud II, whom ho does 
not surpass intellectually and morally. If 
we oomparo him with those of tho last 
half of the laBt oontury tho contrast is 
so great that it is hardly possiblo to realizo 
that ho is of the same Btook. Except in ro- 
ligion ho is much moro a Europoan than an 
Asiatic." 

It is hard to imagine that this amiable, 
mild-inannorod, intollootual, royal recluso 
can order thousands of his Bubjoots to bo 
ruthlessly massacred with every oircum- 
Btanco that brutality can BUggost. It is even 



moro difficult to understand how a man of 
ednoatinn and refinement, as the Snltan Is 
deBcribed to be, can reward in a Bignal man- 
ner the generals by whose orders atrooitles 
which can hardly be named were 
perpetrated 1 y Turka who evi- 
dently do nob understand what 
humanity and mercy mean. That suoh a 
tyrant oan deserve tho charaotor given him 
by an " Eastern Resident " is incredible. 
This is what that writer Bays of tho Sultan, 
who ia reported to have rewarded tho ohiof 
perpetrator of the Armenian outrages : 

"In short, ho is an honest, able man, 
ovorworkod and oppressed by thotaBk whioh 
ho has undertaken, of kindly spirit, keonly 
sonsitivo to criticism, distrustful of all 
around him, in constant fear of assassina- 
tion, with a keen sense of tho dangers by 
which his empire is surrounded, naturally 
disinolined to commit himsolf on any impor- 
tant political question, yot possessed of con- 
siderable moral couragoand self-confidence." 

" Aithough'an " Eastern RoBident " gives 
tho Sultan this high character ho doea not 
hint that ho is ignorant of what has been 
done by his soldiers in Armenia. On the 
contrary, he takoa it for grantod thut the 
reports that havo roaohod tho West about 
tho horriblo cruoltios inflicted upon the in 
habitants of Armenia are true, and, worse 
still, that thoy are in accordance with tho 
settled policy of the Turkish Govornmont, 
He Bays : 

Tho general policy of reproasion probably 
accounts for tho special policy which 
the Sultan ha-n adopted in regard to 
tho Armonians, a policy whioh cannot 
fail to rosult sooner or later in the further 
dismemberment of tho Empire by Russia. 
It is a simple, unvarnished fact that unless 
Russia doos occupy Armenia tho Christian 
population will be exterminated. No othor 
power can save them; and when England 
understands tho alternative she will applaud 
rathor than resist the advance of Russia, us 
she did after tho massacres in Bulgaria 
Tho terrible massacre of the Armenians at 
Sassoun, near Moosh, in August last by tho 
Turkish troops, with its accompanying hor- 
rorB, was not an isolated event. It is not 
often that four thousand people 
are slaughtered at onco ; but tho 
process of gradual extermination has 
been going on for years with oxaotly simi- 
lar scones ropeated on a smaller scale from 
week to week. The organization of the 
Koords into ' Hamidio regiments ' under 
the special patronage of tho Sultan has 
legalized these raids and accelerated the 
work of extermination." 

Yet the " Eastern Resident " expects that 
Christian men and women in the West will 
feel a " sympathy" with the soft and polish 
ed monster of cruelty who has, aocording to 
his own showing, deliberately undertaken 
tho work of exterminating a defonceleBS puo 
plo for no othor apparent reason than that 
their religion is differont from his. 

LAST YEAR'S DEFICIT. 

The causo of last year's dofioit has beon 
tho Bubject of interesting tlisoussion between 
the Halifax Chronicle and tho Halifax Her- 
ald. The former being of tho Liberal per 
suasion, maintains that " the deficit of last 
year was duo, nob to reduction of duties but 
to declining imports and consequent falling 
off in revonue, and to increased expenditure 
pormittod in tho face of Ministor Foster's 
declaration in his budget speooh that the 
expenditure would bo curtailed in order to 
keep it within tho income," 

Tho Horald, in roply, Bhowa that sinco 
1800 tho tariff has been so altered that 
given amount of imports yiold a vory much 
smaller revonuo. It says: 

In tho fiscal year ended in June, 1890, 
tho valuo of imports entered for consump- 
tion in Canada was SI 1-,705,58-t, and the 
amount of duty ooilocted thereon was $24, 
014,908. Four years aftor, in the uboiU 
year ended in Juno, 1894, the value of im 
ports entered for consumption in Canada 
was $113,093,983, but tho amount of duty 
collected thereon was only S19,. '179,822, or 
$-1,035,086 less than had been ool 
looted on ovon a somowhat smaller im 
portation four yoars proviously 1 This 
affords a Btriking proof of tho vast reduc- 
tion made in tho tariff rato during 1890 94, 
and if tho comparison bo made botwuen tho 
tariff rato in 1889 and tho now revised tariff 
of 1894, tho roduction will bo found to be 
fully 30 por oont. as wo boforo stated. Now 
then, as to the effect of this groat reduction 
in tho rato of the tariff, in producing the do 
licit laBt fiscal year of $1,210,322 Had tho 
same tariff rato boon in forco in tho fiscal 
yoar ended in 1894, as existed four yearB 
previously, wo havo Been that the revenue 
from cuatomB would havo been over $4,835, 
OSu' moro than it woa undor tho reduced 
rates, aud consequently instead of there 
being o deficit ol $1,210,332, thore would 
havo boon a »urplua of $3,424,000 ! Let us 
place tho sumo facta in tabular form : 
War. Imports, Ditty.

8 3,3il.78l 
The whole oaso is now too plain to noed 
further commont. Tho deficit was not 
unused, in tho slightest degree, by a failing 
off in tho importation, as allegod by the 
Chroniolo, for there was no falling off in im 
portation as compared with tho fiscal yoar 
1890. Tho great difference of $4 635,088 in 
tho ouBtomB taxation in tho two years was 
duo solely to the reduction in tho tariff 
effected during that poriod, and to that ro- 
duotlon tho country owes tho deficit of last 
yoar instead of the largo surplus whioh thero 
would havo been et tho old rates of duties. 

As the Horald'a figuros are oorreot tho 
conclusion is incontrovortiblo. That so 
large a reduction in tho averago rate of 
duties as is here shown has boon mado since 
1890, will bo a surpriao to many persons 
The gonorul impreesion is that tho roduotion 
has been inconsiderable It ia suppoBed 
that with tho excoption of taking tho duty 
off sugar vory littlo Indeod has beon done of 
lato years towards lowering or lessoning the 
customs duties. But tho figures of the 
Horald toll a vory different talo. The 
changes in tho tariff must havo been very 
considerable whon $113,094,983 worth of 
imports in 1894 yieldod $4,035,080 loss 
rovonuo than $112,705,584 worth did in 1890. 



THE FILTER-BED PLANS. 

Wo think that if Alderman Bragg had 
given his motion relative to the plans for 
filter beds a little more consideration, ho 
would have proposed that tho gentlemen to 
whom those plans are to be submitted for 
examination and selection should he com- 
petent men, wholly indopondont of tho City 
Council. Ib is important that the 
judgeB bo mon in whoso knowledge, 
skill and independence tho competing 
enginoers oan havo comploto confidence. 
Wa aro confidout that His Worship tho 
Mayor has no desire to Bit in judgment on a 
matter to dooido intelligently aud fairly 
on whioh rc-quirea tochuicil knowledge to 
which he makes no pretunsionB, and we are 
much mistaken if either tho city ouginoor or 
his assistant would undortako tho perform- 
ance of a duty for the proper discharge of 
whioh tho ir oonnection with tho Corporation 
would bo regardod by the competitors aB a 
disability. 

Sinco thero is competition in this matter 
it ia only fair to tho city and to tho com- 
petitors that judgos should be appointed 
whoso oompotonoy ia beyond question and 
to whom no roaBonablo objection on othor 
grounds can bo mado. Wo do not boliove 
that t tho City Council would havo to go far 
or to wait long to get judgoH who are in 
ovory respeot unexceptionable, and wo are 
suro that if they make a good ohoioo now 
they will eave thomsolvea much trouble and 
annoyance in tho faturo.

Wo do 
not ask aid of thoso only who have enough 
and to spare, but wo confidently appeal to 
thoao who aro thomselves feeling tho 
pressure of tho hard times to make 
sacrifices to help thoso who are worso off 
than themselves. Ib Ib easy to give wh 
one does not want and cannot uso, but it 
does require an effort to deny ono's solf 
somo comfort or some luxury to relieve the 
sufferings of a follow oreature. Tho timo 
has come in which to make sacrifices of this 
kind, and wo aro very sure that, whon the 
extent and naturo of tho distress arc known, 
such sacrifices will be ohoorfully made by 
many. The officers and soldiora of tho Sal- 
vation Army will, wo ore satisfied, be glad to 
givo tho oharitably disposed any informa- 
tion they possess relativo to tho existing 
distress.

MINISTER DE ttlEliS. 

Death of the Kusslitn Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 26 — M. do Giera, 
minister of foroign affaire, ia doad, M. do 
Giers has beon u moat important figure for 
many years in tho Russian govern- 
ment, though during tho latter years 
of tho roign of tho lato Czar Alexandor ho 
Bcaroely exeroiBcd tho Bamo authority whioh 
ho had proviously dono, tho Emperor having 
taken matterB more into hie own hands. He 
waa an astuto politician, though aomo havo 
aid that it it was well that ho hud hud over 
him tho moro poucoful iijlluences of the 
Czar. HiB loss will doubtless bo much folt 
by Nicholaa II, who on coming to tho throno 
noodod all tho good coudboI ho could possi- 
bly havo.

Lo General and Madame Soloniki, the 
former the oommander-ln-ohlef of tho Rus- 
sian forces at Vladivostok, wero tho dis- 
tinguished and, in faot, the only Europoan 
pusaengors by the Northern Paoifio liner 
Sikh, juBt arrived from Yokohama, which 
port she left on tho 13th instant. A Rus- 
sian warship conveyed them from Vladivo- 
stok to Yokohama, reaching there just in 
timo to place thorn aboard the Sikh as she 
was sailing. General Soloniki, it is an 
nouncod, is proceeding in haste to St. 
PotorBburg on business which must be 
urgent indeed to induco a high military 
official of Russia, unaocuBtomed thus to 
movo himself at railroad speod, to so exert 
himself. The General and his wife take 
train on tho Northern Pacific from Tacoma 
to-morrow for Now York, their expectation 
being to make cloao conneotion there with 
tho Cunarder L'turia on February 0. Though 
Central Soloniki is tho personification of 
that secrecy characteristic of tho Russian 
army man and nothing can bo learned from 
him as to tho nature of tho business that 
calls him home, tho recent utterances of tho 
Japaneso preaB lead to tho conviction that 
it ia in connection with the new treaty bo- 
twoon Russia and the Mikado's government. 
Tho Japaneao foreign office announces that 
this will bo signed about February 1, this 
information being contained in telegrams 
from Mr. Nishl, tho Japuueeo minister at 
tho Czir's capital. All the Japanese papers 
comment in terms of high satisfaction upon 
thia intelligence, whioh is taken us Bignifj- 
ount in viow of the prediction that Russian 
troops will next year bo afield as allies of 
the JapaneBo ugainst the Chinese. 

Very littlo war news is contained in 
tho Japaneao paporB brought by tho Sikh — 
not because there is no news, but because 
sinco tho narration by Eogliah and Ameri- 
can correspondents of Japaneao atrocities at 
tho taking of Port Arthur tho government 
has adopted ruloa for tho muzzling of the 
press such aa havo never bofore been heard 
of in any country aiming to bj recognizad as 
civilized. At tho timo tho Sikh sailed im- 
portant movements were on foot, and all 
japan was again military mad. Ton 
thousand troopB had on the Sth iust. embark- 
ed in eight troopships at Shimnisaki and 
though their destination was a military 
socroD it was everywhere whispered that 
the taking of Wei Hai- Wei would follow 
thoir landing on tho Asiatic mainland. In 
tho meantime tho intense cold is playing sad 
havoc with the Japanese armies in Ctiina, 
many soldiers arriving home each week on 
tho flick list — with arms or loga gone, or 
health utterly shattered. It is Bololy for the 
accommodation of these poor wretches that 
the Shinagama-maru has boon plaoed in ro- 
gular Bervice between Ujina and Port 
Arthur. 

" You can vaguoly imagino what tho oold 
of Northorn Manchuria is,"aaya Capt. Row- 
ley of the Sikh, " when a great river freezes 
solid and tho Bait water all around its mouth 
ia also petrified iuto a groat block of ioe. 
Tho Japaneao army ia suffering agonies, and 
although details of their distress are care- 
fully withhold enough is known to make it 
plain that China's confidence in tho ability 
of her olimate to roaist invaders is not mis- 
placed." 

If tho special correspondent at Hiroshima 
of tho Hochi is to bo believed, anothor de- 
velopment of tho Japanoso plan of campaign 
is at hand. Tho Kuma-mato (Sixth) divi- 
sion, part of whioh is now with 
tho Second army corps, iB being transferred 
to tho town of Kokura. Tho Kinehin rail 
way runs from Kumamoto, througn Hakala 
and Kokura to Moji. Kokura waa tho cen- 
tre and anoiont capital of the Ogasawara 
clan and, perhaps, aince that ovenlful day 
when tho Choshiu men, having oloBod tho 
narrow straits, set upon tho town and drovo 
out its defenders, Its streets havo not boon 
In Buch a bustle aa now distinguishes them. 
It is not moro than floven miles from Moji. 
It ia now oertain that the Sondai (Second) 
division has orders for tho front and either 
tho Kumamoto or Osaka division will follow, 
tho other romaining at Hiroshima. A 
curious pieco of intelligence is given by thu 
same correspondent, and that Ia that tho 
Emporor and his court are ubsut to movo — 
whither no ono ventures to suy. It may bo 
pointed out that thia would not bo tho firat 
ocoasion of a Japanese ruler leaving his 
country to conduct warliko operations, tho 
Empress Jingo having gono to Koroa with 
her troopB. 

Tho Tokyo Asahi publishoa nows to the 
effect that tho Mixed Brigado under Gon 
oral Nogi dispersal the Chinoso ut Kaiping 
on tho morning of January 10 and captured 
iho place. Tho strength of tho enemy was 
only fivo battalions, or about 2,500, with 
two mortars and twelve guns. Ic having 
been reported that thcro worn about 1,500 
C/hinoso troops at H»ssn,near Newohwang, a 
Japanese regiment haa beon sent from Kin- 
chow to at tuck them. General von Hanne- 
ken haa left Tientsin with 2 000 troops, his 
destination being New Kwonghokin, 

Tho Kokkai publishes the following letter 
from an officer in tho Klnohow udminiatru- 
tivo office, which will afford some idea of the 
BubmiBsivoneBS of tho natives to tho Japan- 
oso authoritien, us well as of tho intense 
cold which now prevails thoro : 

" Tho Second army corpa is now quar- 
tered in Kinohow, and the placo ooems like 
» town at poaco with itself. Tho nativee 
hero show profound submission to the 
Japanoso authorities. In tho streets they 
aro vending cukes, tobacco and sugar, und 
extolling their wuros in ' mutilated Japan- 
ese language.' Thoy call tho Japanese

foroe8. They even declare that they will 
follow tho Japaneao army in triumph when 
It roturna home Aa wo havo to decide all 
tho disputes arising betwoon tho natives, 
wo aro aalutod by thorn almost a hundred 
timoa a day, Tho cold here is extremely 
inton8o. Evory morning when wo waah our 
facea our mouatuohea froczj atiff and atand 
on ond like bristles of silver wire. When 
wo go abroad our earB and noses bocomo ut- 
terly numb with tho oold. All the stroams 
uro frozon up und can be walked over with 
impunity. " 

Tho King of Korea has been Bwearing to 
moro and nowor reforms boforo tha shrine 
of his royiU ancoatora, and thia time tho re- 
forms which ho haa tasten oath to bring 
about aro radical and wholoaomo in tho ex- 
treme. According to a telegram from Seoul, 
dated January 7, the following seriea of 
good resolutions aro the latost adopted by 
the sovereign : 

I. That ho will abjure evory idja of do- 
ponding upon China for protection, and 
thus lay the foundation stone of Korean in- 
dependence. 

2 That ho will adopt a constitution for 
tho reform of tho Royal House. 

3. That he will henceforth preside over 
tho government in person, and permit 
neither the Queon, tho ladios-in waiting nor 
any of hia or thoir personal relativea to in- 
torfero with tho affairs of Btate. When ad- 
vice is necessary ho is to secure it from his 
ministers. 

4. That tho affuir3 of tho royal household 
aro to be diBtinotly separated from thoao of 
tho state. 

5. That tho authority to bo oxercisod and 
the functions to bo diBoharged by tho var- 
ious departments of tho governmental re- 
gimo are to bo definitely determined. 

(5. That all matters pertaining to finance 
bo rolegatod to tho authorities of the finance 
dopirtmont of the administration. 

7. That the first economies ontorod upon 
shall bo practised in tho royul household it- 
self ; thereby sotting a modol or pattern to 
bo followed by tho general government. 

8. That a budget be drawn up, ond a de- 
finite basiB of annual expenditures bo de- 
termined upon by the government. 

!). That rogulationa for the organization 
of local governmonta bo adopted. 

10. That the ablest youths in the king- 
dom ahull bo selected and sont abroad to bo 
educated. 

II. That tho foundations of a military 
and naval system shall bo laid out. 

12. That laws ahall bo adopted for the 
proper protootlon andaafolyof tho livoa and 
property of the pooplo. 

13, That only tho ablest and moat com- 
petent individuals shall be appointed gov- 
ernment officials, irrespective of rank or 
birth.

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"TAX ALL PROPERTY." 

To the Editor : — A very modorate and 
thoughtful letter on the abovo eubjeot ap- 
peared la Sunday's isauo of your paper. 
Your correspondent, Mr. Amor DeCosmos, 
who ia a mun with largo interests in Vic- 
toria, muat of neoessity have groat weight 
with thoao of our citizens who give serious 
and honoab thought to the quoation of tax 
ation. He approaches the question in a 
Bpirit of fairneaa, because ho doea not leave 
out of his calculations aDy portion of the 
community, whether their interests bo great 
or amall. All citizens should pay taxoa, bo- 
cause they rooeive rqu»l proteotion. Ho 
would have a law noir in oxistenoo in the 
State of Washington introduosd hero, and 
make "all property the basis of our fiscil 
Byatem, inBtead of a part." Thla change 
would embrace the millionaire aa well as the 
man who owned or rented a cottage, and In 
this respect it would be just, and the only 
way it oould work injustice upon any oitlzen 
would be in its application. I lay down 
this proposition as a bVaia for my remarks : 
All taxation to bo just must be equal ; 
not that one man should puy an 
amount equul to that of bis fellow, but that 
each man should pay in proportion to the 
privilegeo ho enjoys from the community in 
its oorporato oupaoity. Let justice hold tho 
balance between those who havo and those 
who have not, and all Inequality will disap- 
pear. Neither tho rich nor tho poor will 
complain, and tho tenth commandment of tho 
Dacaloguo will only be violated by tho avar- 
icious and the greedy. 

In dooiding upon a proper method of tax- 
ation there aro two considerations which 
must influenoo all thoughtful minds, viz , 
economy in collection and the doairo to 
make all fiscal burdous bear equally upon all 
olasaoB of our oitizens. To givoelTeot to tho 
first simplicity and not complexity must bo 
the distinguishing feature ot tho mot hud ; 
while tho second can only be attained by 
Belooting as tho object of t&xitiou Home- 
thing upon which thoro can bo no dieputo aa 
to value, and upon which the amount of tho 
tax can bo fixed by a law which will com- 
mand tho respect and consent of all con- 
cerned. Whatever views we may bold on tho 
quoation of taxation thereisonofactwecannot 
question, and that is, that all Uxea are in 
the laBt analysis paid by thosa who perform 
notual work. It ia impossible to conceive 
of tramps or beggars paying taxoa. Neither 
can you extroot taxes from any peraon 
whose only assot is the mere ownership of 
that commodity upon which you decide to 
levy tribute Merchandise must bo bought 
and sold before the merchant can pay taxos 
out of tho profita of trade. Capital must bo 
invested in oncerpriseB of a productive char- 
acter before the capitalist can give any por- 
tion of hia incomo to the tax collector. Tho 
landholder must sell or rent a portion of his 
land and pay his taxet from the prooeedp, if 
he wishes to retain lawful poasossion of tho 
balance of his estate; and finally, the laboror 
muat havo free access to (ho raw material of 
naturo boforo he can exercise hia labor and 
skill in the production of that wealth from 
which all taxes are paid, and which minis- 
ters to the noccaslty and enjoyment of all 
olassoa of the community. Upon this last 
proposition the whole fabric of society rests 
aa does the pyramid upon Its base. 

Men live because men work, and if any 
Buccecd in evading their aharo it ia bo- 
oauao the lawa which govern tho distribu- 
tion of wealth favor ona class at the expense 
of another, and in no department of govern- 
ment does this vicious principle havo euoh 
free play as it doea injtho way our taxes aro 
imposed and oolleoted. In our own city 
taxes are levied in eleven or more different 
ways, and 1 bid aafe In asserting that eight 
of those taxes can be shifted (and in soma 
cases nine) to tb a shoulders of thoss who 
have to boar the burdon of their own taxes 
as well. It is this faot whioh makes Ux 
reformers. Let any man who questions 
this tako off his coat and earn ton dollars, 
and then bo approachod by the tax oollector, 
.vho in the name of the law demands five. 
If that man has any spirit ho is u tux re- 
former, and nnfortunately for society and 
himself may develop into something worso. 

If my premises are correct, and I belie™ 
they aro incontrovertible, we are Bafe in ac- 
cepting the conclusion that the plan advo- 
cated by Mr. DeCosmos ia unsound, .became 
it would tax evory home and its contents ; 
it would tax every workBhop and faotory ; 
it would tax capital in all Its forms, whethor 
it ia employed in building tho British Paci- 
fic railway or in operating it after it is built; 
in ahort, it would check improvement at 
every turn and give an unduo advantage to 
those who aro engaged in tho " vacant lot 
industry " by reducing the taxos upon what 
they have to sell. Ia it wiao to discourage 
the investment of capital in our city and to 
check publio and private improvements at 
this juncturo ? Tho capitalist whose cap- 
ital is unproductive will answer no. Tho 
laboror who ia out of employment will aoy 
no. Tho merchant who cannot sell hia 
goods will Bay no ; and, with one exception, 
the same response will como from all clustea 
in the city who are interested in its ad- 
vancement and prosperity. 

Mr. DeCoamoH ia rather unfortunate in 
his selection of figures, becauso in hia c*lcu 
lation is included property to the value of 
§14,717,8X5 which cannot bo aeeosaed for thn 
purposes of city revenue. It is not wise to 
apeculato on impossibilities, and bolster up 
an imaginary cause with figures which do 
not demonatrato faoto. Principles are more 
important than figureB when a readjustment 
of our syBtom of taxation is in question. 
While Mr. DeCosmoa ia looking to Wash- 
ington for guidance, tho Provinoo of Ontario 
and a number of States in tho American 
Union consider that tho optional power 
granted to municipalities in British Colum- 
bia, of lovying t&xes on improvements, or 
declaring for total exemption is a wiao con- 
cossion, and it cortainly harmonizes with 
thoso principles of oolf government which a 
froo and enlightened people will always 
claim aa their right. Why should wo Ux 
capital, wealth, labor, or improvemonta of 
anykindwhon tho only effect willbotoreliovo 
the taxes on land ? Every dollar apent on 
improvomonta onhancoa tho value of land, 
but does not onhanoo the value of any other 
property. 

Such expenaivo ImprovomontB as Craig- 
endarrooh castlo and the outer wharf work 
aro no hardship upon anyono. Thoy both 
gave omploymont to labor ; thorffore, "tlio 
laborer and all who dopend upon him havo 
no room for complaint. They both incroasod 
the value of surrounding land, and thn land- 
holder who pookota tho value ho dooa not 
earn would bo very foolish to " kill tho 
gooae which lays tho golden eggs." I dis- 
like figures bocauso thoy aro ofton usod 
from a ainiator motive, but will quote a f e w 
that aro oloquent with moaning. In tho 
yoar 1880 tho assessed valuation of Victoria 
was $2,362,942, and in the year 1893 tho as- 
BOSBod valuation was §21,951,907. Viotoria 
has reason to bo proud of this remarkable 
growth, and when tho oloatora of Victoria 
onco loarn tho lesson that population and 
improvomont alone aro responsible for thla 
enormous difference botwoon one your'a val- 
uation and that of another, thoro will bo no 
trouble in raising tho nocosaary rovonuo for 
all the rcqniromonta of the oity.

PHARMACEUTICAL EDUCATION. 

To the Editor :— In this morning's issue 
of the Colonist a lettor appeared signed 
"Alma Mater," ro pharmaceutical educa- 
tion, and, by tho way ho extola tho good 
qualities cf the colloge graduate and decries 
those of the board graduate ; ho muat have 
had an axe to grind beforo tho board und 
failed to aeouro tho desired reaulto. 

The opinion of the practical pharmacist, 
the man with whom tho publio trust their 
Uvea day after day, ia that the praotioal 
board graduate is by far and away tho 
superior of tho theory-Btufifod callogo grad- 
uate. Morck'a Pharmaceutical Journal, 
than which there is no bettor authority, 
sufficiently covers tho ground in tho Ibsus 
for September, 1894, when it Btatoa as fol- 
lows : 

PHARMACEUTIC EXAMINATIONS. 

" Since pharmacy lawa havo becomo a 
muttor of fact in nearly all the Statos of tho 
Union, tho question of examinations has 
grown to be an important ono, and two op- 
posing views havo arisen. 

" On tho ono eido we find the College 
graduates, to whom It is natural to olaim for 
their diplomas superiority over everything 
elso, and who aro apt to consider it not only 
a hardship, but a downright insult, to be ex 
pcoted to appear beforo a Board of Phar- 
macy whoso members may not bo graduates. 

" On tho other side, wo boo tho vast army 
of practical and aucceaaful pbarmaoiata who, 
although acknowledging tho high valuo of 
tho College as an educational medium, 'vill 
not allow much weight to a mere diploma as 
a catogoricil proof of proficiency. 

" Whilo Board examiners claim that thoir 
examinations are Btricterand moro practical 
than thouo in collegoe, tho graduates aro in- 
olined to ridiculo tho Board examinations as 
ill-devised — aa boing oither trivial or finical. 

" Tho custom of publishing tho questions 
that havo been asked at the various exam- 
inations, enables tho impurtial observor to 
compare thoso of Boards of Pharmaoy and 
thoso of Colleges. In a general way, thoro 
is little difference botweon the two. Ques- 
tions on complex und intricate theoretical 
problems are moro numerous in the Collogoa ; 
thoro may bo, on tho other hand, occasion- 
ally, a remarkably weak set of Board ques- 
tions ; but the same loading lino of thought 
scorns to animato both sots of examiners, — 
namely: to aim at discovering the goneral 
all-round ability of tho candidate. But, tho 
putting of tho same class of questions, and 
the requiring of the same standard averages 
on the answers (usually about 75 per cent ), 
is not, in itself, evidenae of the equal value 
of the two procedures. 

"Have the candidato boforo a Board and 
the College student the samo chance of 
reaching that average? In this reBpoct the 
student is groatly privileged. Ho iB exam- 
ined by men whom he knowB and who know 
him ; hia mind ia drilled in a distinct direc- 
tion, and he has becomo harmonized to the 
train of thought of his professor ; tho diffi- 
cult Bubjecta are again and again rehearsed 
with him, in the quiz hours ; the hobbiea of 
hia examinerB ore well known to him, and 
certain leading questions aro handed do*n 
from previous yoara and claaaes, like tradi- 
tions ; and sometimes significant hintB aro 
thrown out, and advice gtvon, that onable 
the shrewd and quick minds among tho stu- 
dents to foretell certain coming questions. 

" How differently iB tho candidate before 
the Board of Pharmacy situated 1 Ofton 
he does not even know the names of his 
examiners ; he had no quiz master to coach 
him ; ho knows of no peculiar or customary 
questions that may bo asked ; and Is there- 
fore timid, devoid of confidence in himself 
as well aB in hia questioner, and Inclined to 
fear the worst. Truly, the chaocoe aro 
against him. 

"And, similarly, a difference exists be- 
tween the two aorta of examinora. The 
College profeeaora wish their students to 
1 pass '; with tho exception of aome of the 
largeBt and oldest of our colleges, they feel 
that they must mako a showing before the 
board of trustees ; they are fond of parading 
the great number of their graduates before 
tho public, as the best means of gaining 
new pupllB ; they would naturally be in- 
clined to be lenient, for the maxim forced 
upon them by their intorost in the popular- 
ity of their institution 1b apt to read : ' Aa 
many as possible.' And mora than ordinary 
human naturo muat bo tho ahare of the pro- 
fessor who can keep ontiroly aloof from this 
obvious prcsBuro of motives fuvoring the 
candidate. 

1 Not so with tho Board examiners. They 
are, in most inatanoea, practical men, who 
know tho difficulties and hardships of a 
druggiBt'a life ; they aro quite likely to re- 
oogniz-) the sina and mistakes of former gen- 
erations in allowing ' everybody ' to 3pon u 
pharmacy ; thoy know that tho number must 
bo restricted, or general demoralization and 
moral bankrupicy of the profession will bo 
the inevitable result ; they recognize tho 
necessity of higher pharmaceutical education 
from their own dillicultleo In coping with 
aoientific questions. Hence, thoy aro in- 
clined to bo aovero ; thoir maxim is likely to 
be : ' Aa few aa possible' 

" In tbo matter of practical oxperienoe, 
tho scale tipa tho aamo way. Some of the 
collegea aro very lenient in their require- 
ments in this direction ; somo others, that 
impose a three or four yoars' apprenticeship 
aa a condition for graduation, count tho col- 
lego years in ; whereas tho candidates com- 
ing before Boardo alono aro usually found 
well posted in Bhop-work, — partly through 
greater efforts of thoir own in that diroo 
tion, expecting it will bo quito a faotor in 
their ' passing ' — partly through tho formal 
requirements imposed on the Board. 

" We may, therefore, justly aaaumo that, 
— the samo ' questions ' and the same ' aver- 
ages ' being given,— tho successful candidate 
from boforo a Board is auporior to tho UBual 
run of moro ' graduates.' " 

Wo havo in mind Bovoral aollego grad- 
uates whoso praotical knowlodgo — outsido 
of a 12 to 15 months course at college— oon- 
siate of an experience of from cno to throe 
yoars in a wholosalo hoiiBo — whero a know- 
lodge of pharmacy or uny of its branches 
wao not required. Thoao samo oollego grad- 
uatoa have invariably boon tho onea who 
fought ahy of reexaminations by tho Stato 
or 1'rovinoial Board.

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SAILORS IN PORT. 



Religious Exercises at Esquimau in 
the Early Days— How They 
Were Conducted. 



The Difficulties Overcome by Perse- 
veriuc Christians Prom One of 
Her Majesty's Ships. 



(By Commandor Dawson, R.N., In tho Sunday 
at Homo). 

It was after a seventy- two-days' voyogo 
across the Paoifio, from South to North, 
that H. M.S. Trincomp lee, a sailing friguto 
of twenty- five guns, with 240 men, an- 
chored for tho first time in Es.]uimalt 
harbor, Vancouver's islands, haviDg sailed 
20,000 miles sinoo leaving England. Tha 
was moro than forty years ago, in tho spring 
of 1853, tho year before tho Russian war, as 
the survivors of her orow may well romorn 
bor. 

British Columbia with its European popu 
lation had us yet hardly an existence. Tho 
soverul islands named after (J&pUiu Van 
couvor, R N., who hud circumnavigated 
them 110 yours ago, woro beautiful park 
like lands, woll woodod, with a ferule 
bracken soil, little disturbed by tho hand 
of men. Viotoria, tho capital, was u stock- 
aded fort (so called), containing free-trading 
stores of tho Hudson's Bay Company, near 
which a few ollioiala resided, soparatod by a 
narrow harbor from an Indian settlement. 
There was some ditliculty in finding in the 
woods tho fow farms with some 300 or 100 
Bottlers scattered ovor tho islands. 

A colony of seventeen men, most of them 
with wives and families, hud recently been 
brought out from Haddington in Scotland 
by on enterprising farmer, Mr. Mackenzie, 
and were settling in tho woods ubout a mile 
or two from Eiqnimalfc harbor. Thoy had 
brought out a ateum ongino with sawing and 
other maohinop, etc , and wero cutting down 
troee, sawing planks, and buildiog them- 
selves houaee. Thoy wero living on ship's 
provisions, whilat the Beeds thoy had planted 
were growing up for their sustenance 

It was a delightful climate, virgin Boil, 
plenty of elbow room, no inhabitants near 
the lurbor, a novel oxporienoo which 
charmed tho sailors, who hud themselves to 
improvise a kind of dockyard und pier. 
Sovoral of tho younger officers investod in 
Indian canoos ; whilst there wero not want- 
ing exciting adventures of being lost in the 
trackless woods, walking in recurrent ciroles 
which could not bo broken away from, and 
interesting studies of the primitive ways of 
North American Indians, whilst learning 
tho Chinook jargon (a mixture of English, 
French and Indian languages), which formed 
the medium of conversation with them. 

It was on tho Sunday afternoon following 
the arrival of the Trlncomalee, that some of 
the people from Mackenzie's farm turned up 
on board the frigate. Thus begun that 
speoial interoourse with the farm which has 
now to be mentioned. If the new colonists 
were curious to Bee a man-of-war, the sailors 
were no less curious to witness the founda- 
tions of a British colony. Each had some- 
thing to learn from the other. 

Showing thom over the ship, the gunner, 
Mr. George Cook, ascertained that those 
good Scotch folk were in some danger of 
forgetting the worship of the Lord's Day 
and the religious customs of Scotland. 
They had boon woll brought up in tho old 
land, but a six monthb' voyage in s prayor. 
loss merchant Bhip, with the novelties and 
discomforts of Buch a life, without worship 
or privacy, on the aeas, had broken up old 
religious habits, Tho difficulties of the 
beginnings of life in the woods, with its 
ever-present struggle to provide shelter and 
daily food, wero something bo different from 
their Haddington homeB, that the Lord's 
Day, though a day of rest, so far oa Mr. 
Mackenzie's service was concerned, was not 
devoted to tho highor service of the Divine 
Being. 

" Would you not liko your littlo ones to 
grow up with some of tho religious privi- 
leges which you had in your youth ? " 

There could bo but one reply to Mr. 
Cook's inquiry. 

" But wo have no miniator, no church, no 
schools." 

" Neither had you a house to Bhelter you 
the other day, and no architect and no 
builder ; yot you say you have some wooden 
houses now ! If some of us sailors pay you 
a return visit next Sunday afternoon, may 
we hold a servioo for worship with your 
people ? " This offer was readily accepted. 

The ancient oustom of tho sea for united 
daily prayer on board ship had not, at that 
period, been generally revived in ships of 
war, as it happily has since been, at least in 
tho moruingB, for some years. But Mr. 
Georgo Cook had so denudod hia sleeping 
cabin of ordinary furniture, and arranged its 
Bcant accommodation with a aacrifico of his 
personal comfort, that us many as ten or 
twelvo sailors had been squeezed into it for 
daily evening prayor in tho second dog- 
watoh. Ordinarily, howovor, the otteud- 
aro3 was n.oio nearly in numbers to the ful- 
filment of tho gracious pladgo and promise 
that, " Wheresoever two or threo are gath- 
ered together in My Name, there am I in 
tho midst of them." This united prayer 
wa9 conducted every evening, with rare ex- 
cept ior.a, during the rive years of the fri- 
gate's commisnion. Tho littlo mooting bo- 
gun oro tho ship tripped anchor from Ply- 
mouth Sound, and continuod round the 
Horn, up to liohring Straits, whilst) crossing 
and rocrossug tho two Atluntics and tho 
Pacific, ut sea as woll us in port, in storm as 
in c^lm, amidst icebergs and in tropica, till 
the Trincomaleo returned to Plymouth 
Sound a year after the conclusion <f the 
Russian war. But once had the little com- 
pany tho honor und tho advantage of the 
presonoe of a olorgymun. In tho ubsoooo of 
privacy for kneeling in individual prayer on 
board ship, to many sailors a soro depriva- 
tion and miaory, such a daily private gath- 
ering had its personal usoa to a fow ; but it 
wub uIbo a standing witness to their ship- 
mates for tho Christ, an Epiphany, felt 
throughout the ship. 

On Sunday aftornoono, tho Becjnd-olass 
boys from fifteen to seventeen years of age, 
about a dozon in number, f urmed a Bible 
class hold by one of tho ollijcrd on tho main 
dock, betwoon two guns. This was followod 
soon afterwards by tho servico of the Na 
tional churoh conducted in Mr. Cook's cabin 
according to the order of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, for tho members of tho daily 
prayer nieotiug. 

The captain himself, of course, in accord- 
ance with tho anoient firet article of tho 
IN aval discipline uot of parliamont, evory 
Sunday afternoon, whether at sea or in 
port, assembled tho whole crow togethor, 
and " caused tho public worship of Almighty 
God to bo oolomnly, orderly, and rovoreutly 
porformod neaording to tho Liturgy of tho 
Churoh of England " ; tho fact bpang duly 
entered in tho ship's log for tho admiral's 
information. Most thoughtful men-of-war's 
men highly value thiB official recognition

that they are something more than animals]; 
and gratefully feel, when far distant from 
home, that thus, on Sunday's at least, 

" 'Tia something that we kneel and pray 
With lovod ones, near or far awny j 
Ono Lord, ono faith, ono hope, ono care, 
Onofoim of Words, ono common prayor." 

The sailors attending tho daily prayor 
meeting in Mr. Cook's oabiu became deeply 
intorostod in tho propoaod Sunday service 
for the Scoth pooplo aahoro. Ono aoaman 
collected a few truota, etc., done up care- 
fully in a rod h&ndkerohief, to take ashoro 
as his contribution. A midBhipman lout hia 
canoe for tho landing party, a somewhat 
perilous loan it was found to bo at first. A 
fow prayer books woro lent for thooooasion. 
Hymn books we had none, except a singlo 
oopy of Wesley's hymns. Thoro wero, how- 
over, T«teand Brady's psalms bound up 
with tho prayor books in those days. And 
wo had, of courso, tho church's best Book, 
for is not "tho church a witness and a 
keoper of Holy Writ? " 

It w»b with no little trepidation, but with 
muoh prayor, that some of us landed that 
Sunday afternoon. In tho depths of tho 
groat woods the little Scotch settlement was 
found. Several of the mon were ubient 
with guns, trying to add to their rations 
aomo savoury gamo. Somo of the women 
wore washing or monding olothes. Still tho 
aoeno was poacetul, and othorwiso in har- 
mony with the Sabbith day. Tho Sunday 
clothing of the sailors was itBolf a message 
from above, and their booka holped to ex- 
plain their devout errand. 

So soon oa the objsot was understood u 
kindly welcome was accorded. Work was 
laid aiide ; one family offered thoir house, 
in which a fow plank8 supported on tubs 
supplied aoatB. Tho congrogution had not 
far to como, and they did come very readily. 
Eaoh was willing to condono the inexperi- 
enco of tho Bailors, to accept thoir good in- 
tentions for bettor deeds, and to lond his or 
her own share of assistance to make the 
littlo sorvico a time of real bloosiug from 
above. 

Tho anticipated difficulty about tho siDg 
ing wua easily surmounted, for most of tho 
poople had brought their Biblea with tho 
Scotch paraphrases at the end ; and right 
lustily they sang tho Lord's song for tho 
first timo in a atrango land. It was a hit of 
old Scotland transferred to tho onds of tho 
oarth, and sot all heurta aglow and in tune 
for tho further worahip of the Banctuary. 
Nona of tho sailors wero preachors, but thoy 
oould road and expound a chapter ; and tho 
little service, begun in fear und trombling 
on thoir part, ended in prayer and thanks- 
giving to God. 

Then came tho question, what was to bo 
done for the children ? Anothor houso wub 
offered as a Sunday school. The children 
were accordingly aasemblod, Thoro was, 
of course, a lack of booka and othor appur- 
tenances ; but there was no luck of both at- 
tention and order, as the sailors endeavored, 
however lamely, yot forvontly, "to toll 
thom tho old, old Btory of Jesus and Hia 
love." 

The ico had been broken. Tho Bailors had 
found out their own powers. They wero 
amazed at tho gratitude which thoir little 
effort evokod. They were naked to come 
again tho following Sunday j tho sportsmen 
would suroly be present ; the little difficul- 
ties of the first attompb would bB provided 
agalnat ; and the Sabbath service and school 
would bo valued by all. God had indeed 
been with them and blessed them, bo that 
tho Bailors returnod to their ship in some- 
what of tho ioyful spirit of the seventy 
whom our Lord had sent forth by twos 
" whithor He Hlmielf would come." 

In the intervening week aome Bailors visit- 
ed tho farm, and made friends with the mon 
at their work, beooming deeply intorostod 
in the variety of operations going on. A 
young brick makur (for tho time), at work 
shaping bricks for building chlmncya to tho 
plank houses, well educated, aa Scotchmen 
of that social rank often are, became a fast 
friend and fellow-helper in tho subsequent 
arrangements. Thero was, of course, no 
saying when the Trincomaleo might trip her 
anchor and be off ; so that, if pormanonoe 
was to bo given to the Divine sorvico and 
Sunday school, theao must not be made 
wholly dopondont on the presence of sailors. 

The " fort," too, at Victoria hud to be 
ransaoked to find out what school books, 
maps, slates and copy bookB, as well as 
Bibbs and hymn books, could be discovered 
amongst its amplo stores of more suloablo 
artieloi, chiefly intended for traffia with the 
Indians. 

Tho book sholvoB of sailors aro not, ordin- 
arily extensive, and a copy of " Village 
Sermons " thoroon was a grand gift tu the 
little oongrogation ; and " Barnes's Com- 
mentary on the Four Gospols " was rather 
reluctantly givon up ; whilst a fow other 
books which could not be roplaood in thoao 
dayB at that end of tho world woro surren- 
dered for tha common good. 

It was a great intoreat to tho sailors or- 
ganising an avening day school for tho chil- 
dren under the young brickmakor, who uIbo 
bscamo superintendent of the Sunday ichool; 
and eventually, whon in a fow months tho 
ship sailed away from Esqutmult, ho, by 
general consent, succeeded the sailors in the 
conduct of tho Sunday servioo, having been 
gradually lad to take an active part bo as to 
gain exporieuco under their guidance. 

As waek by week the sailors lauded to 
thoir delightful ia«k, the tono of tho littlo 
community undf rwent un obBorvuble ohange. 
Tho ordinary grumbling and complaints 
usual against an omployer ceased. Choer- 
fulneaa and contontmout under ditli ultieu 
and privations rogUned sway. Family 
prayer was started iu somo houses. And it 
might almost have boon said of Mackenzie 
Farm, as it is recorded whon Philip wont 
down to Samaria, and preached Christ unto 
them, "And thoro was groat joy in that 
city." 

Present'y a good Scotch mother wonted 
hor infant baptized. This seemed biyond 
tho commission of thoBo sailors who hud 
originated public worship at the farm. But 
Captain Wallaco Houitoun, R N , himself a 
Haddington man, and no Indifferent spoeta- 
tor of tiieuo things, who commanded tho 
Trlncomalee, hearing of tho difficulty, 
kindly invited tho family to come 
on board to tho usui«l Sunday fore- 
noon service, thoughtfully Bonding 
a boat round the bay to the 
point nearest tho farm for thom to ombark. 
Aftor divlno sorvico on tho main, or gun 
deck, an adjournment took place to the cap- 
tain's for«c*bin or dining-room, when In tho 
presonco of a smaller but deoply intoreated 
assembly that good offiaor publicly admittod 
tho ohild into tho congregation of Christ's 
flock, " in tho namo of the Fathor and of tho 
Son, and of the Holy Ghoat," in acoordanco 
with tho ordar to bo used in tho National 
churoh, much to tho comfort of all con- 
cerned : ontoring tho baptism in duo form in 
tho ship's log. 

All this was a half a dozon yours befcro 
the consecration of tho first Bishop of Co- 
lumbia, the t;ood Dr, George Hills, who 
brought out lrom England duly qualified 
olergymon to miniator to the increaood and 
iuoroaBing Island population. Thore-foro tho 
holy communion wan nob administered 
either ashoro or afloat. Tho 210 seamon in 
tho Trincomaleo during thoir fivo yoars' 
oommioaion had uot a singlo opportunity on 
board thoir ship to "show tho Lord's death 
till Ho como." 

After a delightful Btay of sovoral months 
at Etquimalt, during whioh tho Sunday ser- 



vices ashore were furthor built up, the 
Trincomaleo sailed northward for the then 
Russian settlement of Sitka, one of the clus- 
ter of George the Third islands whioh hide 
the coastline of Noi th West Amorioa, a ter- 
ritory now belonging to tho United States 
and better known ub Alaska. We had a 
moat pleasant visit of a few weekB, very in 
foresting in many ways, experiencing much 
kindness from the Russians, whioh was not 
forgotten whon, a year afterwards, the 
frigate again dropped anohor off Sitka, but, 
alaa, as an enemy, the two countries being 
than ut war, und did her hostile duty with 
speoial gontlonoos towards our quondum 
hostB. Turning south to tho Quoon Char 
lotto islnnds, tho Indian inhabitants of 
whioh interosted us oxooodingly, we reaohod 
Erquimult onco moro after a six weekB' 
absnnoo. 

Naturally, tho Bailors' firBt visit was to 
Mackenzie's farm, where thoir return waB 
warmly welcomed, and thoy "were allowod 
to reeumo tho loud in the Sunday services 
which they had boon privileged to originate 
lb waB very gratifying to find that, during 
tho absonoo of tho ship, tho littlo congrega- 
tion had hold atcdfastly together, that the 
Sunday school was well maintained, tho day 
oohool prospering, and tho young briok 
maker adequately supported by the heads of 
families. Soon aftorwarda, orders oamo for 
Callao in Poru, and tho Trincomaleo'a 
officers und orow sailod away from Van 
covour Island full of pleasant momorien und 
grateful thoughts, whioh have still an abid- 
ing pluca with at least one of thoso who had 
the greut honor of being thus in a email way 
"a witness unto Christ unto" what, in 
thoao pro railway and pro-steamship dayB, 
might well bo oallod " tho uttermost part of 
tho ourth."

THE END IN SIGHT. 

Starving Unemployed Take the 
Places of the Brooklyn Strikers 
Despite All Threats. 

Outrageous Attempt ou the Life of a 
Man Who Went to 
Work. 

Brooklyn, Jan. 26.— Tho end of the 
trolly Btrike is in eight. Tho men aro beat- 
en, the strike waa nob lost through any fault 
la the manner in whioh It was conduoted 
It waa lost owing to a mistake in ordering 
the men oub at this time. Thousands of un 
employed In this and other big oities have 
starving wivea and little ones for whom they 
aro willing to risk the abuao and oontompt 
of tho mon whoso places they take. They 
aro also courageoua enough to face tho vol 
leys of misailos, stones, bricks and occasional 
pistol shots with which tho mobs asaail tho 
cara. The companieB havo hired now men 
until they now havo two-thirds of thoir 
total number of oars moving. They have 
not operatod their lincB up to two-thirda of 
their normal oapuoity by any moans. They 
could probably do so, howovor, wero it not 
for the wire cutting, sivitoh blocking and 
other means of interference ompluyod by tho 
strikers. 

The one groat victory of tho mon so far in 
this strike is tho writ of rrmndnmUB issued 
by Judge Gaynor to-day upon tho applica- 
tion of u Fulton Btreet merchant. Tho men 
had nothiDg to do with tho obtainment of 
tho writ. It wub u move on tho part of tho 
public, whioh was suffering greatly in many 
ways through tho strife between tho 
companieB and their former employo 
Judgu Gayuor did not hold ei 
tiroly to his position of Thursday 
whon ho scored tho railroad companies Bev 
erely. Ho issued an alternative instead of 
a peremptory writ as wob expected. The 
company haa by law twenty days in which 
to answer. Its officers must then satisfy 
tho court that they havo oboyed tho 
order of tho oourb by resuming 
tho operation of its roads, ' and 
that tho accommodation of tho publio is 
as fully and completely rostorod in 
all roepecta as It was prior to January 14, 
whon the strike was begun. The aotion of 
the court will have moro offeot probably in 
futuro strikcB on railways than in tho 
present one, as there will bo etayB and ap 
peals and what not before tho mandate of 
the court is declarod either absolute or 
void. Meanwhile the strikers' places will 
bo filled. The companies made a great 
showing of ears in all parts of the city to 
day. Two or three linos whioh ran cars 
yeBterday wero idle owing to wire cutting, 
and other lines wero Btarted. On soma of 
them only ono car was running. The cars 
wore run later this evening than any timo 
ainco they wero started. All wore stopped 
at 10 o'oloek, however. 

Brooklyn', Jan. 20. — It waa roportod thia 
morning that tho atrikera aro now resorting 
to incendiarism lo cripple tho trolley com 
paniea. Early this morning the dopot of 
the Furman street company was set on fire 
in some mysterious manner. The flames 
were discovered before they mado much 
haadway and were speedily extinguiahed 
The police were kept on the jump during 
the early morning hours following up wiro 
cuttiog squads of atrikera. The destruc- 
tion of wires was moro extensive thin yea 
terday. Hardly a line escaped a raid of 
these wiro cutting banda. Among the 
lines whose wires suffered moat, wero the 
CroaBtown line, Ralph avonuo lino, Myrtle 
avenue line, Green Point line, Flushing ave 
nne line, Buahwick avenue line, Grand street 
line, Lormor stroob and Fulton street line 
The linea wero mutilated to such an extent 
as to wholly disable them for hours. Shortly 
aftob midnight this morning the police came 
on a number of wire cutters on the corner 
of North Bird etroet and Bradford avonue 
and succeeded in arresting eleven men. 
The officerB were oompelled to draw 
revolvers to compel the men to sub 
mib to arrest. Many succeeded in 
making their csoape. Tho mon were 
taken to tho nearest police station. A storm 
last night and this morning added mater 
ially to the difficulties which tho trolley 
companies had to ovorcomo in oporating 
their lineB. Fewer curs ran during tho 
earlier hours than yeBterday. Streot car 
sweepers wore eont out as aoon us tho wires 
wero repaired to clear tho tracks of accumu 
lated snow slush. Tho ewoepera wero all 
guarded by half a dozen policemen. Tho 
strikers congregated in tho vicinity of tho 
Ridgowood street stablea and becamo so 
obstreperous during tho oarly morning that 
the polico charged and dii-poreed thorn. 

Many took refuge in saluons in the noigh 
borhood, but theso were dialodgod by the 
police, who frequently used their clubs and 
many eore heads resulted. Tho polico alao 
raided tho strikers' headquarters. In some 
cuseB the strikers resisted tho onslaught of 
polico] and tho latter wero compelled to 
draw their rovolverB and fire a number of 
shots over the heads of tho !nen before they 
dispersed. No casauiltiea aro reported 
Th»3 total number of cars in operation on 
all linos up to ton o'clock rhis morning 
was 2511 against 4.'!7 yesterday. Martin J. 
Connolly, tbo strikers' loader, is still of 
tho opinion that tho mon will win. Ho 
was aeon at Mugga' hall thia morning, when 
he indulged in his usual tirado of abuse of 
the preBident of tho roads and corporations 
in genorul. Ho doolarod that thero aro no 
desertions from tho ranks of tho strikers ; 
that they can hold out for wcoka, and that, 
they will suroly win in the end. Ho said 
acts of violence should not bo charged to his 
men, but to others » ho sympathized with 
them and who will not observe tho advico cf 
tho leaders to refrain from violonco, Ho 
said tho presidents do not adhore to the 
truth in thoir statements as to tho number 
of cars running. 

Judgo Gaynor, of tho Supromo court in 
King county, to-day handed down a writ of 
alternative mandamus in tho caso of Josh 
Loader against tho Brooklyn Heights Rail- 
road Company. This dooision is construed 
as being favorablo to tho company. Mr. 
Loader's application was for writ to compel 
tho company to operate its cars. 

Lono; Island Citv, L.I., Jan. 26. — Shor- 
i£T Deht was notified this morning that tho 
strikers at Maspoth late last night had way- 
laid a non union man on his way homo, 
knocked him down and gagged him, and 
thon carried him to a vacant barn at a placo 
called Palniotto, whoro thoy put u ropo 
round his nook and auspondod him from a 
bourn. Fortunatoly ho waB roscuod boforo 
ho wub strangled to death, and waa oon- 
veyed in au unoonBcious condition to tho 
stables at Ridgowood, whero he now lies in 
an unconaoious condition. His reoovory is 
doubtful.

MAINLAND MATTERS. 

Fine Weather-Fruit GrowlnR-Mlaslng lien 
Found— A Story of Sutlerlnc. 

(From tho Kamloops Sentlnol.) 

Tho cattle ranchers in the vicinity of 
Sponoe'a Bridge have no cause to complain 
about a hard winter, for up to now the mer- 
cury haa not dropped to z-jro. Foeding is, 
of course, in progress, und, judging from 
somo of tho local beef I saw recontly, tho 
ranchers might well shake their hands over 
over the auspicious utato of things. 
As to fruit growing, it is difficult at 
present to predict how thinga will turn 
out, but ahould a cold snap visit us before 
we have another snowfall it way go hurd 
with many of tho young trcos. Apropos of 
these, 1 beliove Messrs. Clemes and Murray 
both intend planting out soveral this year. 
Mr. Murray also intends to go in more 
lurgoly than herotoforo for tomatoes. \'y 
the byo, ono cannot quito understand why, 
among bo many horticulturists, ono must 
send out of town to buy onions. Suroly 
thoy should pay for the growing. 

Tho promptness with which tho provin- 
cial government dirocted that a search party 
bo sent to Und Donald McLean and Dilling- 
ham, who went up tho North Thompson to 
find and bury tho remains found on Blue 
river, Hupposod to bo thoeo of ono of tho 
MoCabe party, might huvo proven the 
means of saving tho liveB cf thoso two mon, 
whom, however, they found in care of a 
trapper. The Indians of tho party re- 
turned on Wednesday morning, und had 
to relate a talo of severe hardship en 
dured thomselvos. Tbo Indiana who loft 
Kamloops about fivo weeks ago, after 
tramping through deep snow, roachod the 
Pea Vino flat. Thero in a cabin on Mr. 
Elwell's claim thuy found McLean and 
Dillingham in the euro of Mr. Stowurt, tho 
trupper, and Farroll,who went up with him. 
McLean Has very weak through his Buffer- 
ing and exposure, and was not able to re- 
turn to Kamloops. Dillingham wub hot- 
ter, but choeo to wait for his com- 
panion. They had a talo of many hard- 
ships to relate. On leaving Kamloops thoy 
had been ablo to tako their horses as far 
as tho Cottonwood, about sixty miles below 
whoro tho cacho was. They found tho body 
tho Indians had roportod, and after Beuroh- 
ing what olothing was on it, burled it. 
Among tho articles in tho pockota was a 
watch, which may servo as a moans ol iden- 
tification. McLean and Dillingham thon wont 
to tho oacho spoken of by Smith and Gott. 
It was still undisturbed. Thoy epont sovon 
oroighbdays looking for tho horses, but 
could got no traco of thorn. Tho 
snow had becomo deep, and when 
thoy started to return travelling 
wua difficult. No provisions from tho 
cacho could bo carried and what thoy hud 
gavo out. Somo days they oould make bub 
a milo's progroes. Just aa food waa prao- 
tiaally gono, only a libtlo Hour loft, thoy 
reached Poa Vino Hat, woakoned by starva- 
tion and oold. Happily thoy found thero 
Stowart and Farroll, who mado thorn as 
comfortable as possible, Thoy had boen ab 
tho aabin eight days boforo tho party of In- 
diana arrivod. Thoy will probably bo down 
in a week or ton days.

Deputy Marshals and Commissioners for the 
District. 

Pokt TOWNSKND, Jan. 26.— Tho Federal 
judiciary of Alaska intond petitioning con- 
gress to make an appropriation and pass » 
law authorizing tho appointment of deputy 
marshals and commissioners in tho Yukon 
country.

CHARGED WITH ARSON. 

Wm. Stoehnortli Accused of Settlnp; Fire to 
Ills House ut Rock Bay on 
Monday Last. 

Wm. Stoohnorth waa arrested yesterday 
morning, charged with arson. Ho with two 
other men occupied tho small frame house 
at SO John stroot, Rock Bay, which was 
partially destroyed by firo on Monday last. 
Several circumstances led to tho suspicion 
that the firo was tho work of an incendiary, 
and in consequonco tho polico have quietly 
been working upon tho caso sinco tho firo. 
Tho oontenta of tho houso wero insured for 
$500 in tho United Firo Insurance Co. of 
Manchester, whoso Canadian business was 
taken over on the 15th inst. by tho Western 
Assurance Co. of Toronto. An adjuster 
aamo from Han Francisco a couple of days 
ago, and the police waited tho result of his 
investigations beforo taking action. Since 
tho firo Stoohnorth went to Seattle, but ro- 
turnod on Friday night, and yeBterday morn- 
ing woa arrosted by constable Walker, tho 
two othor tenantB of tho houso being sub- 
poen&ed us witnosseo. Chief Deasy of tho 
firo department asked for an investigation 
into tho cause of tho tiro, and tho Folioo 
Magistrate consented to hold ono, but sinco 
the polico havo now laid a criminal chargo 
againBt Stoohnorth, thero will bo no need 
of another investigation. Stoohnorth waB 
brought boforo tho Polico Magistrato yes- 
torday and remanded till to morrow.
